As  the  time  draws  near  for  our  class  to  leave  Gloucester  High  School,  we  pause  to 
remember  one  of  our  classmates  who  departed  before  us.  Mike  Perry  died  of  leukemia 
two  years  ago  last  March.

1964  Gloucester  High  Football 

The  GHS  Fishermen,  captained  by  Keith  Goggin  and  Paul  Riley,  combined  a very 
strong  defense  with  a potent  offensive  unit  to  spell  success.  In  the  season’s  inaugural 
and  the  debut  of  John  Furey  as  head  GHS  football  mentor,  Gloucester  romped  over 
Saugus  20-0.  Lucky  Sinagra,  Bill  Enos  and  Jack  Budrow  accounted  for  the  Gloucester 
scores. 

In  their  second  game  at  rain-soaked  War  Memorial  Stadium  in  Newburyport,  Glou- 
cester scored  twice  in  the  final  four  minutes  of  play  to  edge  the  Clippers  12-8.  Clutch 
touchdowns  by  Jon  Burnett  and  Paul  Riley  enabled  the  GHS  footballers  to  remain 
undefeated. 

At  Bertram  Field  in  Salem,  Gloucester  remained  updefeated  by  belting  Salem  36-19. 
Lucky  Sinagra  paced  the  Fishermen  offensively  with  12  points.  Following  a blocked 
punt  on  the  Witches’  30  yard  line.  Skip  Chapman,  Paul  Riley,  Jack  Budrow  and  Bill 
Enos  tallied  to  beat  Salem. 

On  another  rainy  Saturday,  Gloucester  travelled  to  Marblehead  to  face  the  Magicians, 
a young  and  inexperienced  team.  Due  to  the  very  soggy  playing  conditions  which  pre- 
vented Marblehead  from  executing  its  favorite  attack — the  forward  pass — the  GHS 
defense  posted  their  second  shutout.  The  Headers,  plagued  by  wet  weather  and  in- 
experienced backs,  fumbled  six  times,  and  alert  GHS  defenders  recovered  every  bobble 
made  by  the  home  team.  Jim  Sinagra  scored  the  first  GHS  touchdown  on  a 31-yard 
scamper.  Jon  Burnett  completed  the  day’s  scoring  when  he  sneaked  over  from  one 
yard  out.  Gloucester  remained  undefeated,  with  this  soggy  12-0  triumph  in  the  yacht- 
ing capital. 


After  winning  their  first  four  games  of  the  season  under  new  Coach  John  Furey,  the 
Fishermen  were  toppled  from  the  unbeaten  ranks  by  perennial  Class  A powerhouse 
Beverly  36-14.  Undefeated  Gloucester  entertained  undefeated  arch  rival  Beverly  at 
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Co-captains  Goggin  and  Riley  with  Coach  Furey 


Newell  Stadium.  A turnout  of  8500  fans  jammed  Newell  Stadium  to  watch  these  two 
class  A teams  face  each  other  for  the  41st  time.  Gloucester  grabbed  a quick  lead  midway 
through  the  second  quarter  when  Jon  Burnett,  Bobby  Roland,  and  Paul  Riley  combined 
for  a touchdown.  Gloucester  scored  again  in  the  third  quarter  when  Bill  Enos  scored 
and  Burnett  rushed  the  conversion.  Powerhouse  Beverly  then  put  the  game  out  of  reach 
with  five  big  touchdowns.  The  Orange  and  Black  capitalized  on  its  superior  size  and 
depth  to  simply  wear  out  the  smaller  GHS  line — 15  pounds  lighter  man  for  man. 

Following  their  first  defeat  of  the  season,  the  GHS  footballers  rebounded  to  post 
a 16-0  win  over  Peabody.  Facing  the  Tanners  at  Newell  Stadium,  the  Fishermen  con- 
verted two  Peabody  fumbles  into  a pair  of  touchdowns  for  the  triumph.  Bill  Enos 
capped  both  GHS  marched  by  scoring  twice.  Employing  a big  rush  with  a nine-man 
line,  the  GHS  defensive  unit  earned  its  third  shutout. 

Playing  perhaps  its  best  game  of  the  season,  GHS  tied  Class  A powerhouse  Malden 
12-12.  The  Fishermen  led  the  powerful  Golden  Tornadoes  12-0  at  halftime  and  out- 
played Malden  throughout  the  afternoon.  Bob  Roland  and  Cal  Grimes  accounted  for 
the  Gloucester  points.  Sparked  by  a long  scoring  march  and  a phenomenal  70-yard 
punt  return,  Malden  tied  the  game  and  deprived  GHS  of  a sensational  upset. 

Following  the  great  Malden  game,  GHS  was  upset  by  Class  B Melrose  40-6  at 
Newell  Stadium,  the  following  Saturday. 

With  a display  of  tremendous  teamwork  and  spirit  the  GHS  eleven  concluded  its 
season  with  a 6-2-1  record. 

In  John  Furey ’s  initial  campaign  as  Fishermen  coach,  a talented,  hard-working  team 
recorded  Gloucester’s  finest  football  season  since  1956  when  the  GHS  eleven  travelled 
to  Florida.

Led  by  Captain  Bobby  Roland,  the  G.H.S.  basketball  team  piled  up  a much  better 
record  than  the  previous  season’s.  Showing  great  improvement,  the  young  squad 
racked  up  a total  of  five  wins  and  thirteen  losses.  The  Fishermen,  however,  played 
much  better  ball  than  the  statistics  imply.  Losing  several  games  by  a mere  two  or 
three  points,  the  G.H.S.  hoopsters  showed  many  fine  team  efforts. 

The  team  started  the  season  slowly,  losing  the  first  five  games;  and  not  until  the 
sixth  game  did  their  added  experience  and  practice  pay  off  in  a win — defeating 
Lowell  64  to  50.
